Arnold Schwarzenegger and Maria Shriver announced 
Monday that they arc “amicably separating,” but there was 
no mention of divorce in their joint statement. 

Confirmation of their split came just two weeks after the 
25th anniversary of their marriage and four months after 
Schwarzenegger left the California governor’s office. 

“'This has been a time of great personal and professional 
transition for each of us,” their statement said. “After a great 
deal of thought, reflection, discussion, and prayer, we came 
to this decision together.” 

'ITie statement did not reveal when the separation began, 
but Shriver, 55, was not wearing her wedding band in a video 
posted on \buTube two weeks ago. 

“At this time, we are living apart, while we work on the 
future of our relationship,” they said. 

'ITic marriage of Schwarzenegger, a bodybuilder- turned- 
actor, and Shriver, the niece of former President John F. 
Kennedy, was considered an unlikely union, especially con- 
sidering Shriver’s deep Democratic roots and Schwarzeneg- 


ger’s Republican leanings. 

They became one of America’s most famous couples. I le 
was one of Hollywood’s highest paid actors and she was a 
network news anchor. They both gave up those careers 
when he was elected governor of California in 2003, ^ job 
he held until January 

Schwarzenegger, 63, has been busy in recent months re- 
viving his acting career, signing movie deals— including an- 
other installment of his “Terminator” series. 

TTie couple’s children are 14, 18, 20 and 21. 

“We are continuing to parent our four children together,” 
they said. “TTiey are the light and the center of both of our 
lives.” 

TTie statement did not say which one of them moved out 
of the Brentwood, Calif., mansion where the family has re- 
sided. 

“We consider this a private matter, and neither we nor 
any of our friends or family will have further comment,” the 
statement said. “W: ask for compassion and respect from 
the media and the public.”

Changing of the guard 

Emanuers weekend inauguration events send a signal of whafs to come

Rahm Emanuel's inaugural celebration will be 
as much about setting a tone for how he wants 
Chicagoans to perceive his administration 
as about commemorating his ascendancy to 
mayor. 

The planning team is going for festive, but 
not too festive. After all, Emanuel enters office 
preaching the need for shared sacrifice with 
the city's wallet short by $600 million or more. 

“Togetherness” is the overarching theme. 
There’s a free concert in Grant Park on Sat- 
urday afternoon, preceded by community vol- 
unteering in the neighborhoods. On Monday, 
Emanuel will take the oath outside at Millen- 
nium Park, and the public again is welcome. 

All that togetherness is being paid for by 
private donors. The contributors— who gave 
as much as $50,000— get to spend Saturday 
night at an exclusive reception and dinner with 
Emanuel at a hip hall on the Near West Side. 

( 


Emanuel's camp plans to release the list of 
donors, though it's not required to do so, a few 
days later. 

Melinda Kelly, one of seven co-chairs chosen 
by Emanuel to help coordinate the inaugura- 
tion, said she was tasked primarily with mak- 
ing sure as many residents as possible could 
participate in the festivities, and to ensure that 
public events were free. 

“I think this inauguration is going to show 
how we’re all going to pull together” during the 
Emanuel administration, said Kelly, executive 
director of the Chatham Business Association. 
The group receives city economic develop- 
ment funds to help improve small businesses 
in its South Side neighborhood. 

Emanuel also is likely to highlight the need 
for togetherness going forward in the speech 
he delivers after being sworn in Monday, ac- 
cording to Tarrah Cooper, a spokeswoman for 
the Emanuel transition. 


The outdoor communal event contrasts 
with Mayor Daley’s first inauguration. In 1989, 
Daley faced a crowd inside Orchestra I Tail as 
he took the oath to complete the final two 
years of the late Harold Washington’s term. 

And Emanuel’s speech is expected to differ 
rhetorically from Washington’s first inaugu- 
ral address in 1983. Chicago’s first African- 
American mayor criticized outgoing Mayor 
Jane Byrne and told attendees at his Navy Pier 
ceremony that reform was coming with him to 
City Hall. Council 'SJOhrs began soon thereafter. 

Emanuel plans to kick off inauguration fes- 
tivities by taking part in Saturday morning’s 
“day of service.” 

Four organizations— Chicago Cares, the 
Chicago Park District, Friends of the Chicago 
River and One Good Deed Chicago— list 28 
projects that people can volunteer for. Most 
involve planting flowers and picking up trash 
at parks and gardens around the city.

Mayor-elect Rahm Emanuel tried 
Tuesday to set his own benchmarks 
for the public to measure his first 
100 days in office, releasing a broad 
agenda that offered few concrete de- 
tails but set deadlines for coming up 
with plans to revamp city government. 

Many of the immediate goals out- 
lined in the 72-page transition team 
report allow Emanuel’s incoming ad- 
ministration to convene summits and 
develop guidelines in coming months, 
while leaving the difficult tasks of 
winning political support and finding 
money for later. 

“It will be a scorecard for the public 
to keep my administration account- 
able,” Emanuel said of the report, 
which sets goals for the first 100 days, 
first year and in some cases his four- 
year term. 

“I know from my experiences work- 
ing for both President Obama and 
President Clinton and Congress it is 
extremely easy to get, by the winds 
of every day and the currents, to get 
thrown off course. 'ITis lays out a de- 
tailed plan to make sure we remember 
what our North Stars arc.” 

The document includes everything 
from Emanuel’s campaign promise to 
make small but symbolic cuts in the 
current city budget to his ideas for 
outsourcing some city services. 

But there were no specifics on how 
he would deal with the city’s looming 
budget deficit. It also didn’t include his 
most controversial proposal to date— 
cutting the city’s sales tax while broad- 
ening it to include some services.

Chilling allegations 
in boy’s murder case

Murder charges have been filed against the father and 
stepmother of a 13-year-old boy who died two years 
ago but whose body was unearthed from a shallow 
grave in Gary Ind., just last week. 

Riley Lowell Choate, 39, and Kimberly Leona Ku- 
bina, 45, are accused of keeping Christian Choate in a 
dog cage with seven locks for more than a year before 
he died in April 2009. 

They both are charged with murder, battery, ne- 
glect and criminal confinement. 

An affidavit filed with the charges details how the 
boy was regularly abused and how the couple forced 
his older sister, 15 at the time, to feed him, take him to 
the bathroom and see that he did exercises. 

In at least one instance, Christian was taken out of 
his cage and the sister was forced to chain his hands 
and feet to a bed frame “while striking him and chok- 
ing him once until he turned blue,” the office said in 
the affidavit. 

The sister videotaped the episode at Kubina’s di- 
rection, but authorities said Kubina later recorded 
over it. 

On April 4, 2009, the day before the boy’s death, 
Christian would not eat and Choate “became en- 


raged and punched him with full force several 
times in the front, side and back of his head before 
throwing him back in the cage,” according to the af- 
fidavit. 

Christian’s sister was told to check on the boy ev- 
ery five minutes afterwards “or {Choate} would do 
the same thing to her,” the office said. 

The next day the sister noticed Christian was not 
breathing and tried to revive him with a mattress 
pump, the office said. 

The girl then watched her father and stepmother 
wrap Christian in two plastic bags, place his body in 
a plastic tote and load him in the back of a van and 
drive off, court records show Later, the girl’s step- 
mother said they buried Christian and covered him 
in concrete so he couldn’t get out, the girl told detec- 
tives. 

And there Christian’s body lay, wrapped in a blan- 
ket with a Bible on his chest, for two years, the Lake 
County Sheriff said. 

An autopsy showed the boy had suffered “blunt 
force trauma to his body with internal bleeding and 
a skull fracture,” according to court records. He had 
been missing, unnoticed, for two years, authorities 
said.

Flooding 
concerns 
move south 

□ MEMPHIS, Tenn. The Mississippi River has begun 
cresting at Memphis, forecasters said Tuesday, as at- 
tention began turning to flooding concerns in Louisiana 
and Mississippi. 

The slow passing of the bulge of water working its way 
south along the Mississippi is only the beginning of the 
end of the siege for Memphis residents, who could be 
dealing with high water levels into June. 

And the struggle is just getting started for residents of 
Mississippi and Louisiana, where the river is expected to 
rise over the next few days to levels unseen since 1927. 

As has been the case from Missouri south to Tennessee, 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers is predicting its system 
of levees and flood walls will hold, keeping the river from 
inundating the towns and farms that line its banks. 

In Tunica, Miss., where the river was inching toward a 
48 -foot crest Tuesday evening, county spokesman Larry 
Liddell said there’s not much anyone can do. 

“We’re just watching and waiting,” he said. 

Downstream in Louisiana, the Corps said it was closing 
a major lock that allows for the transfer of barge traffic be- 
tween the Mississippi and the Red River Basin. 

The Corps also opened 44 more gates to the Bonnet 
Carre spillway in Norco, La., on Tuesday, sending millions 
of gallons of water into Lake Pontchartrain and, eventu- 
ally, the Gulf of Mexico. The Corps opened the spillway 
Monday the first time it has been used since 1973. 

The spillway was diverting the equivalent of nearly 
50 Olympic-sized swimming pools from the Mississippi 
each minute, according to Corps statistics. 

And the agency is considering opening a second spillway 
that could flood populated areas. If opened, that structure 
could divert enough water to fill the Empire State Building 
in about a minute.

» The Obama Administration 
had “very detailed contingency 
plans” for military action against 
Pakistani forces if they had tried 
to stop the U.S. attack on Osama 
bin Laden’s compound, accord- 
ing to two U.S. officials familiar 
with the plan. The two U.S. of- 
ficials also told CNN about the 
plan if bin Laden had been cap- 
tured alive, which included tak- 
ing him to Afghanistan and then 
out to the USS Carl Vinson in the 
Arabian Sea. 

»The CIA has informed two Sen- 
ate committees that their mem- 
bers can view post-mortem pho- 
tos of bin Laden if they wish, a 
congressional aide said. The CIA 
invited members from the Sen- 
ate Intelligence Committee and 
Senate Armed Services commit- 
tee to make an appointment with 
the intelligence agency to see the 
photographs, the aide said. 

» The U.S. will be given access 
to bin Laden’s wives and chil- 
dren, Pakistani Interior Minister 
Rehman Malik said.

Laugh treks 

Some open mic nights are pretty funny-really 

By Kyle Kramer 

There are two things to know about Chicago’s free comedy open mics before you go: The experience might be awk- 
ward, and the comedy might be terrible. On the other hand, well, it’s something to do for free, and you might just 
hear something funny 

Comedian Mike Joyce has a joke about doing stand-up that applies to checking out open mics, too: “It’s a lot like 
getting high and talking to your boss: At first it’s scary and uncomfortable, but do it enough times and you get used 
to it.” If that sounds like a risk worth taking, here are four free comedy open mics worth checking out.

I Open mic nights are at- 
tended mostly by the 
comedians perform- 
ing, so you’ll almost 
certainly stand out if you show 
up to one of the ones with better 
lighting.

Many 
comedians attend as 
many as three to five open mics 
a week themselves, so it’s not 
considered unusual to filter in 
and out.

Count on multiple newcomers, a 
small crowd where almost every- 
body knows one other and maybe a 
drunk heckler or two.

Mike Joyce’s bar basement open mic 
draws between 30 and 40 comedi- 
ans each week, but the crowd gen- 
erally has a healthy mix of nonper- 
forming audience members as well, 
many of them curious patrons from 
the bar. A few of Chicago’s more 
prominent comics are likely to stop 
by, and Joyce keeps up the energy 
with special co-hosts, challenges for 
extra time and giveaways.

9 p.m. first Sundays 
Good-natured host Bob Palos in- 
fuses a lineup that features many of 
Chicago’s most veteran performers 
with his own darkly enthusiastic bits 
(recent material has touched on dy- 
ing dogs) once a month. Considered 
by some to be the best room in 
town, it feels a little like a party, with 
comics as likely to use their time to 
tell a funny story as to work through 
their usual bits.

Compared with the tight, catchy indie pop on EP 
“Soft Right,” Pet Lions’ full-length debut, “Hous- 
es,” sees songwriters Karl Ostby (vocals/guitar) and 
Shuhei Yamamoto (bass) open up a bit more. 

It’s a layered guitar-pop album rife with longing, 
heartache and hope. Written over the course of 
two years, the album appears to trace a relation- 
ship from its earliest days to that bittersweet final 
parting. Reached at home in Humboldt Park, 
Ostby, 24, discussed the tragedy that inspired his 
latest burst of writing, camping in the Egyptian 
desert and what would happen if another Chicago 
band challenged the crew to a soccer match. 


You played college soccer in Wisconsin. Are you one of those people who 
refers to soccer as “futbol”? 

I guess it’s circumstantial. If I’m around people who refer to it as “futbol” then 
I’ll do the same. I’ll use whatever term makes me seem like less of [a jackass] 
to whoever I’m talking with. 

Are there any Chicago bands you’d like to challenge to a soccer match? 
Could anyone give you a game? 

It would be no contest, but I’m open to any challenges coming our way. 

Describe your sound in five words or less. 

Melodic, nostalgic, noisy, hopeful, textured. 

Your new album seems to have a narrative arc to it. It opens with some- 
one pining for the girl, moves through meeting her family and closes with 
the two parting ways.

Did you always envision it as a concept record? 

I don’t know that it’s a full-on concept album, but it’s cohesive more so than I 
thought it would be.

On “Simple Math,” Manchester Orchestra 
(reminder: not an orchestra, and actually 
from Georgia) and frontman Andy Hull con- 
front heavier themes (“It’s the reaction to my 
marital, physical and mental failures,” Hull 
said in a statement) with music that’s actual- 
ly less aggressive than the frequent powder- 
keg wail of “Mean Everything to Nothing.” 


Instead, “Simple Math” prominently features 
horns, strings and an even grander yearning 
for catharsis. 

Sure, songs like “Mighty” still rumble be- 
fore bubbling over into a pounding orches- 
tral swoon, but as the album soars, the flour- 
ishes get in the way. They overwhelm both 
“Pale Black Eye” and “Pensacola,” a dynamite 
tune that doesn’t need to expand to its horn- 
soaked, anthemic-drinking-song peaks. 

Fortunately not every song suffers: The 
title track and “Leave It Alone” demonstrate 
the band’s knack for quieting into beautifully 
bursting reflection, and the “Virgin” is down- 
right chilling. “April Fool” best harnesses 
the album’s high-reaching ambitions by still 
keeping guitars, drums and Hull’s spectacu- 
lar pipes front and center.

My only preparation was watching this epi- 
sode of Anthony Bourdain’s “No Reservations” 
filmed in Cairo, but I forgot to try eating pigeon 
like he suggested. Apparently it’s a delicacy 
there.

beverage to a drink that’s commonplace. 

Dozens of wine bars call Chicago home— from 
Webster’s Wine Bar in Lincoln Park, which claims to 
be the oldest in the city^ to the newer Beviamo Wine 
Bar in Little Italy/University Village. V^ne isn’t ex- 
otic anymore, experts say, and younger drinkers feel 
comfortable ordering a pinot noir instead of a PBR. 

Wine “was on [the Gen Y drinker’s] dinner table 
... I think that has a great deal to do with it,” said 
Alp am Singh, director of wine and spirits for Let- 
tuce Entertain Y)u restaurants in Chicago. Ordering 
wine now, she said, is “a very natural thing to do.” 

Gomberg, Fredrikson and Associates, a consulting 
firm, last month called Gen Y drinkers the defining 
factor in the increase in wine drinking. Those drink- 
ers aren’t intimidated by wine, experts say, in the way 
other generations may have been. In addition, they 
say the adventurous spirit of the new wine drinker 
and their familiarity with different ethnicities has 
spurred some of that growth. 

“What’s really driving the Millennial [generation] 
is imports. They’re very comfortable with California 
[but ako] Chile, Argentina, Spain,” said Leslie Sbroc- 
co, wine expert and founder of lifestyle site thirsty- 
giri.com. “It’s the Millennial saying, ‘Sure, I’ll try 
something from Uruguay!’ ” 

Additionally, restaurateurs seem to be stepping up, 
using their menus to make their wines easier to un- 
derstand— and therefore, buy 
“For sure, people find [wine] to be a little more 
accessible,” Kelly said, specifically mentioning wine 
lists that lay out which reds are darker or lighter, 
which whites have more crisp flavors. “People don’t 
find themselves as intimidated.”

When Lisa Fosler Kelly worked in her father’s wine 
shop years ago, she conducted a mini-experiment. 
She’d describe the wine, for instance, as tasting like 
“green pepper,” just to see what the customers would 
say Without fail, she said, everyone would agree, 
“'Yep, green pepper!” 

“People just accepted whatever I said,” said Kelly, 
a Chicagoan who’s set to open a wine bar and restau- 
rant of her own in Irving Park in the fall. Kelly, 46, 
said she now has come to believe that those kinds 
of verbal shenanigans are unnecessary. “I don’t think 
people either understand or want those huge de- 
scriptions.” 

And so far, wine’s been doing a great job of sell- 
ing itself, with recent data from the Wine Institute 
showing the U.S. passing France to become the 
No. I wine-consuming nation in the world. Credit 
goes, in no small part, to legions of younger drinkers 
who are taking up the grape and transforming it from 
a fancy-pants French restaurant affair to a drink that 
goes with everything from burgers to kobe steak. 

‘^Wine has definitely hit a new category as far as 
acceptance in the US. audience,” says Paul Mabray, 
chief strateg)*^ officer for VinTank, a digital think tank 
for the wine industry “It’s kind of the perfect storm. 
... The access we have to wines is unprecedented.” 

Mabray said the U.S. has more than 6,500 wineries 
and has allowed 150,000 labels to sell in the count ry^. 
France, by comparison, had about 27,000 wineries in 
2009, according to Terroir France, an online French 
wine guide. With that much consumption, Mabray 
said, wine has transitioned from a special- occasion 
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Wine aficionados say the bad economy also 
has helped drive prices down. Winemakers found 
the market drying up for luxury-priced bottles 
and therefore introduced more midlevel options, 
according to Mabray He said most stopped rais- 
ing prices; some engage in so-called “flash sales,” 
in which companies sell bottles at discounts of 
40 percent or more for short periods of time. 

“You can get a nice bottle of (cabernet sau- 
vignon] for $25. You don’t need to spend $70,” 
Kelly said in agreement. 

Shoppers also can get a decent bottle for $10 
or less, without entering into the territory of “2- 
Buck Chuck,” the famously cheap Charles Shaw 
bottles sold at Trader Joe’s. 

Mabray predicts the next step for the industry 
will be the increasing inclusion of social media 
into wine buying. He said it’s already happening, 
with people tweeting their recommendations 
and reviews to friends and acquaintances. It’s 
a reality when there are hundreds of thousands 
of wine products on the market. The traditional 
wine reviewer— who works at a magazine or 
newspaper and gets to taste only a small percent- 
age-just can’t keep up. 

Drinkers “have a world of information acces- 
sible in their pocket,” he said, with smartphones 
and iPads. In the past, Mabray said, “you wouldn’t 
know about all these wines. There was no way for 
you to make that purchasing decision. 

“There’s an ability to pick up your phone and 
say, ‘Wow, my friend says this is good,’ ” Mabray 
said. “It really is a dimensional change.”
